The initial step in the city’s 
plans to augment its water 
supply by the diversion of its 
flood waters into the city basin 
was taken by the Council at its 
meeting on Wednesday night 
when G. W. Shilling was em¬ 
ployed as a consulting eng;lneer 
and directed to prepare plans for 
the transportation of storm 
waters across the city by way of 
Live Oak, Grandview and Laurel 
avenues to the 30-acre spreading 
tract on West Central avenue. 

There the water is to be 
thrown over the area by a series 
of ditches and converted into 
pools where it may seep through 
the ground and into the city’s 
basin about the wells, as ex-1 
plained in another column of this 
issue of THE NEVv'S in the 
second of a series of articles on 
the water supply by City En¬ 
gineer Earl J. Lynde. 

County Accepts Plan

The purpose of the present plans for water conserva¬ 
tion in the City of Sierra Madre is two-fold. First the con¬ 
servation or salvage of the waste during the rainy season 
and second the protection of property against damage by 
I the same water. 

In many communities these two problems are distinctly 
sepaiate and must be handled as two projects. In the city 
of Los Angeles alone many millions of dollai's have been 
spent for the construction of storm drains for the sole 
purpose of carrying off flood waters, none of which could 
be salvaged, while* millions more have been and will 1^ 
spent to bring other flood waters from a distance of hun- 
dieds of miles into the city for domestic and industrial 
uses. 

Siena Madre is indeed foi’ii .i.. .e in many ways in 
having these two problems so eJo-my related that they 
may be handled as one project. 

The first and most essential requisite for the conser¬ 
vation of flood waters is a suitable spreading ground to 
which the sudden flow of storm waters may be diverted 
and held in storage until at least a poi-tion of it can 
seep down to the underground basin. 

An engineer could ask for no better site for such a 
spreading ground than the one already owned by the City 
of Siena Madre in the 30-acre tract on which our wells 
are located on East Central avenue. 

The entire tract overlies the gravel cone formed by 
the ancient deposits at the mouth of Little Santa Anita 
Canyon. The logs of our wells show this gravel deposit to 
lie at least 450 feet deep with a high percentage of voids 
or spaces between the rocks and boulders which assures 
rapid seepage of the surface water. 

All of the 30 acres lie above the Raymond Hill Dyke 
which assures us that all water seeping down will be held 
back behind this undergi-ound dam for our own use and 
that of Arcadia and will not flow on to some other basin. 

'Even with these important advantages, location above 
the dyke and excellent sub-surface conditions, the tract 
would be of no value as a spreading ground if we could 
not economically divert the storm water by gravity to the 
site. 

Here again we are fortunate in that 95 per cent of 
the area ot the city is as a higher elevation than this 
tract. From the foot of the mountains the general slope of 
the gi’ound through the city is towai’d the southeast, fall¬ 
ing about six feet per hundred toward this tract. 

It i.s surprising to note that it is possible, although 
not practical, to pick up stomi water at Baldwin and Live 
Oak avenues and carry it by gravity to these spreading 
grounds. Even the corner of Live Oak and Sierra Madre 
Avenues is 100 feet higher, while the intersection of Cen¬ 
tral and Sierra Madre avenues is 200 feet above the pro- 
po.sed site. 

Nature has thus provided us with the two main fac¬ 
tors toward the solution of our problem—an idea spreading 
ground site with ideal suirounding topographic conditions, 
—factors which many other communities would gladly pay 
thousands of dollars to possess. 

With these at hand it only remains to work out the 
technical details of diverting the present street drainage 
from a southerly to an easterly one toward the spreading 
grounds and the design of the basins to remove the silt 
and allow the water to seep underground.

2 boxes of strawberries, 
washed and hulled. 

5 small cupsful of sugar. 

Mash berries. Add sugar 
and one-half cupful lemon 
juice. 

Cook 20 minutes, no longer. 
Put in jars and seal. 

And this is the recipe for 
the sponge cake: 6 eggs, 1 

cup sugar, 1 teaspoon baking 
powder, one-half tsp. salt, 2 
tablespoonsful lemon juice and 
grated rind of 1 lemon. 

Process: Separte eggs. Beat 
yolks till thick. Add sugar 
and lemon juice and rind. Add 
half of whites of egg beaten 
very stiff. Sift flour three 
times. Add baking powder 
and salt and sift again. Add 
gradually to mixture, folding 
not beating. Fold in balance 
of egg white. Pour in un¬ 

greased cake pan and bake 50 
minutes at 350 degrees F. 
When done place upside down 
on cooler or on 2 cups imtil 
cake cools. 

Icing: 2 cups powdered su¬ 
gar, tbsp. milk, put In a lump 
of butter and heat until but¬ 
ter is melted. To sugar add 

grated rind and 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice. Mix well. Add 

more sugar if not thick 

enough. Beat well and spread 
on cake when it has cooled.

Sacramento, Cal., July 25,— 
(UP)—Los Angeles county will 
receive $9,677,055 from the state 
as its annual apportionment for 
support of elementary and high 
schools and junior colleges, ac¬ 
cording to a statement today by 
Vlerling Kersey, superintendent 
of public instruction. 

The state will allot $27,390,836 
for school support throughout the 
58 counties, an increase of $809,- 
249 over the allotment for last 
year. Kersey said. 

“This sum of $27,000,000 seems 
insignificant compared to approx¬ 
imately $160,000,000 which the 
state school system costs,” Ker¬ 
sey declared. 

“The remainder, about $130,- 
000,000, must be made up solely 
from taxes on property. We have 
already proposed several plans for 
allowing the state to take over a 
greater share of the financial 
load of school support. It will 
require a revision, or an exten¬ 
sion, of our state tax system, 
but it will achieve the impera¬ 
tive need for a sharp reduction 
in county property taxes.” 

The twenty seven million dol¬ 
lars will be allotted among the 
counties on the basis of average 
dally attendance. Kersey ex¬ 
plained. He has held that this 
is an unfair method of distribu¬ 
tion, as counties which are least 
in need of financial a.ssistance 
are the ones which receive the ' 
most. I 

"Poorer counties have fewer 
children and consequently receive 
less state money,” the superln- ‘ 
tendent asserted. 

The state department is now j 
evolving a plan that embodies a ; 
state equalization fund, which 
will be used to aid counties that i 
cannot adequately support their | 
own systems. j

In preserving system and In 
cutting costs soon became apparent 
and Its use was exit nded to other 
puriKjses about the plant. .Vow 
tiiere are literally miles of convey 
ors of various types in the Ford 
plant. Some of them carry parts 
from one building to another and 
are carefully synchronized so that 
the parts arrive at precisely the 
right moment and in the exact .spot 
where they are heeded. Others 
transport re<l hot Ingots of steel 
weighing nearly a ton each. Still 
others move outgoing shipments. 

If It were not for the conveyors, 
according to ofliclals of the Ford 
Company, mass production would 
not be |><)ssil>le on Its present scale. 


*N K.VDLESS chain conveyor, 
ZA three and a half to four mil j 
^ long, said to he the longest 
In the world, has just been complet¬ 
ed at the Rouge I’lanl of the Ford 
Motor Company at Uearboru, .Michi¬ 
gan. On It parts of Ford cars in the 
process of manufacture are trans¬ 
ported from one building to another 
and completed parts are carried 
direct to railroad cars for shipment 
to branch assembly plants. 

The conveyor, which curries Its 
cargo on suspended hooks, has a 
daily capacity for 300,000 parts 
weighing over 2,000,000 pounds. It 
supplants freight cars and trucks 
which have been used for the trans¬ 
fer of many parts from one point to 
another In the Ford plant. 

This longest conveyor of them all 
is a development of the Ford policy 
thai nothing should he done by 
manual labor that could better be 
done by inarhine. ,

SEED of Pansies, 
S,t o c k 3, Snapdragons 
Salpiglosis and Mignon- 
ette. Prepare ground 
now for winter Sweet-peas. Dig 
plenty of barnyard manure into 
the ground where you are going 
to plant the Sweet-peas and keep 
It well soaked with water until 
about the middle of next month 
when the seed should be planted. 

Let the bulb beds go dry. If 
the bulbs have been in over two 
years, dig them up and reset at 
proper distances apart or store 
them until early fail. 

Chrysanthemums have to be 
watched from now on. All large 
flowering varieties should have 
the shoots thinned out, side 
branches cut off, and buds re¬ 
duced so that all the strength 
will go into making large flowers. 
The pompom varieties should be 
allowed to grow bushy but should 
have been cut back several times 
by now. Spray for insect pests if 
they have appeared. 

Rose bushes can be pruned 
slightly now. Cut out all under¬ 
brush but do not head back much 
for they should be kept as high 
at possible from the hot ground 
The small weak growth does not 
bloom and only takes the 
strengd'h from the large canes 
that will bloom. 

All shrubs that have already 
bloomed should be pnmed back 
now to shape up the shrub and 
thicken the foliage. All berried 
shrubs such as the Cotoneasters 
and Pyracanthas should not be 
pruned now unless they are in 
the way of other plants or paths, 
•tc. 

Cool nights and warm days is 
the cause of mildew on rose 
bushes, euonymus and a few 
other shrubs. This may be pre¬ 
vented by applying powdered sul¬ 
phur on the foliage. The' heat 
of the sun causes the .sulphur to 
throw off a fume that will kill 
the mildew. If the disease has 
already blighted the leaf, that 
leaf will not recover but the 
new ones will be .saved by this 
remedy. 

For fall blooms, cut the Dahlias 
back now. If they have made 
many canes, t'hin out to a few. 
If you are put for exhibition 
bloms, you can disbud as you 
would Chrysanthemums. 

Carnation plants should be cut 
back now to make strong stocky 
plants for fall and winter 
blooms. Zlnnla.s planted now and 
kept cut back until the plants 
are very stocky will bloom all 
fall smd have fine long stems. A 
little powdered sulphur applied 
occasionally will keep mildew and 
red .spider from blighting the 
foliage. 

Plants of the following kinds 
can still be planted for fall 
bloom. Petunias. Violets, Carna¬ 
tions, Geraniums, Marguerites, 
Gaillardlas, Lavender, Helietrope, 
Lantanas, Begonias, Fushias,

Now is the time that bent 
grass should be treated to pre¬ 
vent the cut-worms and grubs 
from eating patches out of the 
lawn. These pests work only at 
this sea.son. 

Arsenate of lead is sure death 
to these peats. It can be pur¬ 
chased in powdered form and 
should be dusted on the grass 
at the rate of 3 to 5 pounds to 
the 1,000 .square feet of lawn 
and then washed in. 

Snarol” is very effective aiso. 
Sprinkle it over the lawn lightly 
and evenly. Do not throw it down 
in bunches as it will bum the 
grass if you do. 

An application of Sulphate of 
Ammonia or Ford Fertilizer will 
discourage the worms too, and at 
the same time will give your 
lawn some splendid food. It 
should be applied mixed with 
sand or dirt when the lawn is 
dry and washed in immediately. 
Another method of applying that 
is absolutely safe, is to disolve 
the fertilizer in water and 
sprinkle on the grass with a 
watering-can. Use about one-half 
teacupful to one gallon of water. 
One to two pounds of sulphate 
of ammonia to one thousand feet 
of lawn is the rule. In using this 
fertilizer, be careful not to let 
it blow Into your eyes or to rub 
it into your eyes as it will 
smart. 

The cut-worms and grubs 
chew the grass off to the sur¬ 
face of the ground, then the hot 
sun will kill the roots that are 
exposed. In consequence your 
lawn will show ugly brown spots. 
If not severe, the grass will 
creep about and cover these 
spots in the fall after the worms 
have left. Sometimes they will 
chew off great patches that will 
not recover. So take care of your 
lawn before thl.s happens and you 
will have a velvety lawn that 
you will be mightly proud of, for 
there is nothing more beautiful 
than a well kept bent grass 
lawn.
